A COMPLAINT FROM A ZR ON HF 


In what follows below a ZR licencee describes his experience on the HF bands 
which have recently become available to them: “As a newcomer to HF I have 
noticed that some operators don’t use their call signs often enough and also the 
callsigns are said so quickly that you cannot make out even the first letter. As 
I am a person who has to wear two hearing aids it makes it even worse. When 


one breaks into a conversation one gets maybe acknowledged but then you are 
forgotton as a breaker. No sufficient gaps are left between overs. As a beginner 
on HF I am really enjoying it but I would like to see the operators practicing 
proper radio etiquette. I also want to encourage other ZR’s to come onto HF 
but they might be scared that ZS’s will bite them. Go for it”. 


The SARL news editor trusts that this was an isolated, unfortunate incident. 
Let us all remember two items in tha Radio Amateur’s Code which read: “The 
radio amateur is CONSIDERATE, never knowingly operates in such a way as to 
lessen the pleasure of others. The radio amateur is FRIENDLY, slow and patient 
operating when requested; friendly advice and councel to the beginner; kindly 
assistance , cooperation and consideration for the interest of others. These are 
the hallmarks of the amateur spirit”.
